HERE have been women in all ages in 
whom the Holy Ghost has wrought so 
mightily that, at the sacrifice of reputa- 
tion and all things most dear, they have been 
compelled to come out as witnesses for 
Jesus and ambassadors of His Gospel. As a 
rule, these -women have been amongst the 
most devoted and self-denying of the Lord's 
people, giving indisputable evidence by the 
purity and beauty of their lives that they 
were led by the Spirit of God. 

Now, if the Word of God forbids female 
ministry, we would ask how it happens that 
so many of the most devoted handmaidens 
of the Lord have felt themslves constrained 
by the Holy Ghost to exercise it? Surely 
there must be some mistake somewhere, for 
the Word and Spirit cannot contradict each 
other. Either the Word does not condemn 
women preaching, or these confessedly holy 
women have been deceived. 

PAUL'S CRITERION 

Will any one venture to assert that Such 
women as Mrs. Elizabeth Fry and Mrs. 
Fletcher of Madeiey, have been deceived with 
respect to their call to deliver the Gospel 
messages to their fellow-creatures? If not, 
then God does call and qualify •women to 
preach, and His Word, rightly understood, 
cannot forbid what His Spirit enjoins. Fur- 
ther, it is a significant fact, which we com- 
mend to the consideration of all thoughtful 
Christians, that the public ministry of women 
has been eminently owned of God in the Sal- 
vation of souls and the edification of His 
people. Raul refers to the fruits of his labors 
as evidence of his divine commission. "If I 
am not an Apostle unto others, yet doubtless 
I am to you : for the seal of mine Apostleship 
are ye in the Lord." If this criterion be al- 
lowed to settle this question respecting 
women's call to preach, we have no fear as 
to the result. 

POOR ARGUMENT 

One argument urged against 1 female 
preaching is that it is unnecessary; that 
there is plenty of scope for her efforts in pri- 
vate, in visiting the sick snd poor and* work- 
ing for the temporalities of the Church. 

Doubtless women ought to be thankful for 
any sphere for benefiting her race and glori- 
fying God. But we cannot be blind to the 
supreme selfishness of making her so wel- 
come to the hidden toil and self-sacrifice, the 
hewing of wood and the drawing of water, 
tlic watehiiig aiiil waiting, ihe reproach and 
persecution attaching to her Master's ser- 
vice, without allowing her a tittle of the honor 
which He has attached to the ministration of 
His Gospel.

ORN in Summervillc, Ont,, our Comrade 
clearly recalls to inind early convictions of 
sin as she heard her motheT, who was ill, 
praying that she might be spared to go to The 
Army. This prayer was answered, her mothor 
recovered, and soon became converted. As a girl 
In hei "teens" Mrs. Coy was "born again" shortly 
after the re-opening of the Hespeler Corps. A 
most blessed recollection is the winning ot hei 
first soul — her own father — who was a hardened 
unbeliever. The Call fcr Offlcership resulted In 
her entering the. Llpplncott .Training Gar?i=on. 
with her husband, in January, 1838. A session of 
six or seven weeks was thought sufficient" to lit 
them for their duties at that time.

|#M vant of his country, is dead. 
* T In his passing the world, as 
well as the United States, has lost a 
great man. 

Among Mr. Wilson's last words, 
which, no doubt, will henceforth be 
recalled at the mention of his name, 
were these: "I am afraid the mach- 
inery has broken down, BUT I AM 
READY." We are reminded of an- 
other great apostle of peace who 
aiso said, "I am ready." ''I am ready 
to preach the Gospel"— Rom. 1: 15. 
"I am ready ... to die"'— Acts 21 : 
13. Yes, always ready— and for 
anything. We think those words 
would be a fitting epitaph to carve 
upon the monument of glorious 
memories which Woodrow Wilson 
has bequeathed to his nation— "I 
am ready." 
On Armistice Day he always 
, came to the door of the "S" Street 
house which has been his residence 
since he ceased to be President, to 
respond to the greetings of those 
who made that residence the object 
of a pilgrimage, and last November 
he made them a little speech which 
stands as a final message to his 
• countrymen. Here is an extract: 
"There is one thing more. I can- 
not refrain from saying it. I am not 
one of those that have the ieast 
anxiety about the triumph of the 
principles I have stood for:' 

"I have seen fools resist Provi- 
dence before, and I have seen their 
destruction, as will come upoi 
those again— utter destruction and 
contempt. That we shall prevail is 
as sure as that God reigns." 

History may yet prove Woodrow 
Wilson more of a prophet than his 
contemporaries would admit.

The visit of the Chief of the Stt" 
to WtnninoE. W conduct the Annual 
Congress, brought a great deal of 
blessing to the Officers assembled, 
as well as making a profound im- 
pression on the general public. 

Soul-saving and Soldier-making was 
kept in (he forefront of The Army's 
program. The "One Soul — One Sol- 
dier" Campaign was taken up heart- 
ily and It is gratifying to record that 
during the first ten months of Iho 
year 2.S46 people knelt at Army Peni- 
tent Forms. During the same period 
709 Soldiers were added to the Rolls. 

Eleven Outposts were made into 
Corps with, in most cases, a fair 
equipment of Local Officers for 
Senior and Junior Work, Envoys or 
Sergeants. Ma] or, being in charge of 
each of these Corps. 

In addition to the above, Edson, 
Alberta was opened. Quite a number

A feature of the summer's work 
wn3 the dedication of a Motor Van 
for service In Rural Dlitrlcts. which, 
manned by four Officers, did special 
sorvlee In the rural districts of Man- 
itoba.

did success, the sum of $75,900 being 
raised, which far exceeded anything 
previously done in this connection. 

Property advances were most mark- 
ed. The new heating plant and 
laundry were completed at Grace 
Hospital at a cost of ?70* r 000, thus 
meeting a need which hnd been acute 
for years. 

A fine site was secured ou Portage 
Avenue, Winnipeg, on which the new 
Training Garrison is to be erected. 

The Workingmen'6 Hostel at Ed- 
monton, was acquired. It provides 
accomodation for 100 men. 

Considerable other improvements 
were made in many other properties. 
As a result Kildonan Hume is now in 
excellent shape and Is kept so -by 
virtue of the care and supervision 
given to it. A new steam boiler has 
been installed; the place has been 
thoroughly renovated and the grounds 
Improved. 

At Port Arthur a new heating plant 
was installed and extensive interior 
alterations are planned tor (his com- 
ing year. 

In Vancouver the Social Head- 
quarters was changed from the Gore 
Avenue building to one on Lans- 
downe: the change hap been very 
satisfactory. Many ex-pvisoners and 
stranded men were housed during the 

Tho Wardens of the various Peni- 
tentiaries and Prison:; r.rr- very 
friendly (o The Salvation Army and 
welcome its co-operation. This means 
that during the year our Officers were 
given -increased opportunities not 
only to vfsit lite prisoners in their 
cellK and help them upon their re- 
lease, but were able to conduct Meet 
ings with them and get them saved 
and eventually linked up with The 
Army. A prisoner at the Provincial 
Jail was recently enrolled by the 
Commissioner as a Salvation Army 
Soldier. He was allowed lo come 
upon the plaHoim and he "swom-in" 
under The Army Flag. This young 
man leads a Bible Class in the prison 
with very good results. Another con- 
verted man, who is now under a life 
sentence at (lie Stony IVIountain 
Penitentiary, near Winnipeg, also 'con- 
ducts a Bible Class nnd leads the 
Choir. 

The Salvage Departments of the 
various Social Institulions were kept 
busy and did a very good work. 
During tha past yep.r more applica- 
tions were made Tor clothing than 
ever before in The Army's history, 
especially from men on small farms 
who had suffered crop failures. And 
not only was the clothing sent out 
grntis, but (he express and freight 
charges were prepaid, whleh meant 
an expenditure of thousands of 
dollars. 

Splendid progress was made in the 
training of young women as nurses 
at Grace Hospital, and in December 

tion, five being Officers. 

The Indnstrlal Seetion of the Hos- 
pital did well. Cne hundred and 
forty-five girls were admitted during 
tho twelve months, twelve of whom 
were of foreign birth. Out of the 145 
girls who passed through the Institu- 
tion 110 were satisfactory. The Hos- 
pital cared for l^ul women. There 
were 1,300 hirths. One hundred nnd 
forty-seven children were admitted 
during the year, among the numher 
being thirty orphans. One hundred 
and ten Meetings were held and 100

A rug that is getting old should 
have a backing o£ stout canvas sewed 
to it. This will help to strengthen It. 
and will prevent it curling. 

If a curtain pole be rubbed with a 
piece of flannel dipped in paraffin, the 
rings will run on It more easily. 

One part yellow wax and two and 
a halt parts or turpentine make a 
simple floor wax. Apply with a brush, 
ami polish with" a woollen cloth. 

To saake Itmps burn brightly, drop 
small jieces of camphor Into the howl 
which contains the oil. 

A simple remedy for insects on 
plants is to sprinkle a little insect 
powder on them. It will kill them 
almost Instantly. 

If scot is dropped 
on a carpet, throw 
down an f;qual 
qusinHty ot salt, 
and sweep nil off 
together. 

Uefore laying oil- 
cloth, cover the 
floor thinly with 
sawdust. This will 
increase the wear- 
ing power of the 
Oil-cloth, and will 
serve to deaden 
sound. 

Pat a metal 
spoon or fork in a 
glass or china dish 
before pouring hot 
water Into it. The 
metal conducts the 
beat away, and the 
dish will not crack 
so readily. 

To remove white- 
wash marks) Irom 

and windows, apply a sintill quantity 
of parnfnn on a soft cloth. The stains 
will disappear completely, and this 
does not injure the most delicate 
paint. 

If, in making on iron-holder, two 
thicknesses of brown paper are put in 
hetween the material used for ihe 
holder, the heat will not then come 
through so quickly to the hands. 
Coarse linen is better to use for the 
covering than woollen material.

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PEACE is the universal want of man. Everywhere and always 
the race is in a state of unrest, "tossing like n troubled ocean," 
seeking resl and finding none. Men, consequently, adopt many 
counterfeits, and try to satisfy the aching void of their souls with the 
Opiates of Satan. 

Peace is not a state of mere quietness or insensibility. Alas I 
many live in this state of torpor and when you ask them about their 
souls, they say, "Oh, yes. I have a hope; I have a measure of peace. 
I hope I am right." But when you try to shake them up, and find 
out whether they have any thorough foundation for their peace, they 
don't want to be disturbed. But peace is not insensibility to exist- 
ing differences between the soul and God; for in such a condition 
there are all the elements of awful and eternal warfare, and there only 
needs a change of circumstances 
in order to land the soul into con- 
flict, distress, and desolation. 
Counterfeit Methods 
We do not mean that sort of 
peace. True peace. Divine peace 
— the only peace that will do to 
die with — arises out of a settle- 
ment of our differences, a cessa- 
tion of our hostilities with God, 
and a reconciliation between the 
soul and God. bringing assurance 
and quietness in view of the past, 
present and future. But let us 
iook at one or two counterfeit 
methods by which Satan lulls the 
souls of both sinners and back- 
sliders into a false peace. 

He gets them to make a false 
estimate of the character and con- 
sequences of sin. When God's 
Spirit wakes them up, puts before 
them their sins, convinces them 
of their heinousness, the Devil 
comes and helps them to reason, 
and search for excuses. People 
pretend thiry are dying for Want 
of lii>ht! 1 «ay no. I won't allow 
my God to have that reflection 
cast upon Him. They are not dy- 
ing for want of light; they are rather dying for want of honesty. ^ 

This spirit of finding excuses is most hateful in the sight o( God. 
In the Old Testament, all the way through, He is continually reprov- 
ing it, and threatening His backslidden people with chastisement be- 
cause of il; it is also condemned in the New Testament; the cvcrlast 
ing principle on which alone God can pardon iniquity is the repent- 
ing and forsaking of sin, and not eovering it up. 

Don't let the De\'il deceive you. If you are living in sin, don't 
begin to excuse yourselves. You can get quietness that way, per- 
haps, but peace never I 

Judas had quietness when he sold his Master. He does not 
aeem to have felt a blush of shame, or even a tremor in receiving 
the thirty pieces of silver. But waitl All the elements of war were 
in his bosom: and when the bitter consequences of his crime came 
upon him his conscience was touched as with the fires of Hell, and 
lie went out and hanged himself. 

Another method by which people (ret false peace is by stifling 
their fears and convictions. They not only excuse sin, but they reso- 
lutely resist what God is doing to enlighten them. They stifle con- 



viction, and say, "Oh, no. nol it cannot be so bad. ! am frightened 
by hearing those people; they are such extreme people." Or, "I 
have been harrowed up with bereavements, loss, or trial. I shall 
get all right by and by" — anything but confession and renunciation 
of sin. 

Ah! you may succeed in stifling your convictions. You may 
bury them in your own bosom, and go on for a while, perhaps a loriR 
while, but death will open the flood-gates of Hell on your poor soul! 
There is only one way to deal with sin; and that is. out with it, 
forsake it. and get il washed away! If you go down and die ar. 
unconquered. unrepentant, unpardoned sinner, on your soul will rrst 
the responsibility. 

Another false method by which sinners and backsliders liy to 
get peace, is that of adopiiii* 
false views. They say, "1 am ?-.,jt 
to look at myself, but at CI. .t 
I have nothing to do with r.'.y 
disposition or feelings: I am to 
be saved by believing the Woi-J. 
True, 1 am not living in obedi- 
ence to God, but then who is? 
Nobody, except a few enthus- 
iasts and fanatics, even professes 
to do so." And so while the Holy 
Spirit is trying to awaken such 
people to their dangerous condi- 
tion, they are trying to heal their 
hurt slightly, crying, "Peace, 
peace, when there is rio pea.e." 
There is only one way for you. 
to find true peace, and that is to 
put away the occasion of warl 
Where there is sin. there must be 
conflict and misery. God Him- 
self cannot give peace to a soul 
holding on to sin. Before you 
can be restored to Htm, sin must 
be repented of. and put away. 
Give up trying to make yourself 
believe that you are right, and 
fust get right. Suppose that you 
were trying to believe that you
